Afghanistan: A “Killing Field’? 

^^ver the past two weeks northern Afghanistan has been 
™ "turned into a bloodbath with Taleban and Islamic Resis- 
tance forces pitching against each other in Jabal-ul-Siraj, Salang 
Tunnel, Chari kar and other strongholds defying Taleban's 
sweep of power. 

The Taleban had virtually conquered northern Afghanistan, 
thanks to northern warlord Abdul Malik who turned against his 
erstwhile comrade, Abdul Rashid Dus tom, making the latter 
leave his stronghold of Mazar-i-Sharif. But soon differences in 
power sharing flared up between the Taleban and Dus tom and 
the two sides ended up in bloody skirmishes, attacks and 
counter-attacks on cities, bottlenecks and strategic areas, this 
time with more bloodshed. 

The ensuing two weeks of fighting has resulted in at least 300 
Taleban forces killed by Malik's forces in northern Afghanistan 
and 3,000 taken captive by government forces. No figure is 
available on casualties suffered by government forces. 

Afghanistan today is a sad picture of Afghans killing each 
other to the delight of aliens. Foreign interference seems ines- 
capably the main cause of the ongoing civil war in that Central 
Asian country. 

Since the ouster of Soviet forces from Afghanistan the coun- 
try has been reduced to debris. The Afghans today ate among 
the most deprived when it comes to the basic necessities of 
human existence. Millions of dollars that could have gone 
towards raising their existence into a more tolerable one have 
been needlessly spent on weaponry that has served no other 
purpose but to extend their suffering. 

The Afghans — count no exception— are typically true to their 
nature. Bom and raised in the most rugged of earth's terrains, 
they have clung to the age-old belief that a man is not a man 
who does not fight to the end. After all this fighting, Afghans 
should have by now realized that no single group can control 
the country. Unfortunately, they continue to rely on weapons 
to settle their difficulties at a time when force is practically 
outmoded as a means of securing peace. 

Without counting on the Afghan people's national pride, it 
is totally unbelievable that they would not want their country 
to find peace. To speak of national interests may not be attrac- 
tive to some but it is just what the Afghan leaders need to 
consider. The people have had enough of suffering. That is 
probably the reason why they turn to the battlefields: death is 
the easy way out of such sufferings. What they do not realize is 
that the "killing fields" are being fertilized by foreign interests 
they are unwilling to resist 

The U.S., Pakistan and Saudi Arabia must now stop their 
meddling in Afghan affairs. They cannot transform Afghanistan 
into a gold mine, nay, even a vegetable backyard. They must 
reverse their decisions today or tomorrow will be too late.

But Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Axnr Mussa told reporters later 
that there were other ways to deal 
with northern Iraq, where the 
Baghdad government has no con- 
trol on the ground.

“When they got pushed back, 
they went to Baghlan, but I am 
sure they will be handed over. The 
Baghlanis say they have disarmed 
4,000 men,'* said Naderi. 

He said opposition forces had 
captured a large number of Tale- 
ban prisoners, including 12 men 
he said were of Pakistani origin. 
He had no word on what had hap- 
pened to Amir Khan Mutaqi, die 
Taleban information minister, 
who was leading the force. 

Pul-i-Khumri was quiet on

things happened.” There was an 
Islamic Revolution over there. 
And here in this country, although 
Nimeri was ruling the country, 
there were demonstrations work- 
ing a revolution. When Imam 
Khomeini (May God Bless His 
Soul) was still in Paris, people 
held demonstrations here in the 
streets. To receive the new revo- 
lution. and immediately thereaf- 
ter, Nimeri was among the first 
Middle Eastern governments to 
say ‘praise be to God 1 and so on to 
the revolution. 

“Later on, when Islam rose and 
rose in Sudan, it became also up to 
power itself, it was not suffocated. 
Religiously, people felt that there 
is an experience over here and 
there is an experience over there. 
And so, they are close to each 
other even though there is some 
distance. There is no commercial 
exchange, there is not much cul- 
tural exchange, there is no direct 
neighborhood, but we felt close to 
each other. I mean both of us were 
isolated and every one was trying 
to defend his own territory and 
trying to develop a domestic life so 
that be can resist and set a good 
example.” 

Turabi went on to say, “Here 
in Sudan, we are not sectarian. We 
do not believe in division. We be- 
lieve in one line, one line of Jihad, 
one line of prayer, one line of 


solidarity. So, we want to relate 
very closely with Iran. It is devel- 
oping now.” 

Regarding the visit of President 
Hashemi Rafsanjani to Sudan, the 
SNA speaker noted, “When Mr. 
Rafsanjani came to Sudan for the 

first time, be was received in a 
mrnmar that ft never happened in 
those days, even in Iran, only in 
the revolutionary days. Revolu- 
tionary demonstrations and mass 
demonstrations, actually. Now, I 

think Iran has bllilt its dom e stic 

wealth reasonably well. It can de- 
fend itself and protect itself against 
any sanctions, OT boycotts Or at- 
tacks." 

He added, “Mr. Rafsanjani 
told me that Iran now is built rea- 
sonably well, not absolutely but 
sufficiently. Iran is now reason- 
ably well-built and it wants to deal 
wife Africans. That is why the 
Iranian officials are focusing on 
Sudan. They want to use their 
common interests, feeir own inter- 
ests for fee common interests of 
fee people they are dealing with.** 

On his country’s potential and 
prospects for bilateral ties, Turabi 
said, “Sudan is rich by potential, 
a rich and very big country. It has 
nine neighb ors, lots of arable lands 
in thin country, lots of water, min- 
eral resources, and petroleum. So, 
we have potential. But now Islam 
is rising in human soul and people . 
are conscious of feeir potential, 
wealth, blessing of God. So, they 
are only now starting to develop 
their economic, political and so- 
cial models.” 

He added, “I think feat there is 
an awareness. 1 keep telling our 
brothers in Sudan and in Iran that 
the value of brotherhood in Islam 
and the world situation now which 
is expecting these brothers to come 
close to each other, by necessity 
not only by value, is such a stand- 
ard that we are falling short of it 
and both of us are to blame for it. 
We should come closer to each 
other.” 

On possible ways of mutual co- 
operation, Turabi noted, “Now, 
both countries are realizing that 
anyway they have to aid each 
other, due to fee pressure of feeir 
vahres and also the pressure of 
feeir necessities. Both of them to- 
gether, they want to aid each other 
for investment, not just assistance 
from one side to the other — I do 
not think it is good just to give the 
other money because the other be- 
comes dependent and dormant — 
but common work, investment, 
trade. 

Asked how the unity between 
the two nations can be strength- 
ened, the Sudanese dignitary said, 

“The brotherhood of Islam or the 
unity of Muslims is not an abstract 
notion: It should be translated into 
means of communication inten- 
sively if you want more unity 
among Muslims. I think both par- 
ties now believe in it an I have 
noticed they want to go for some- 
thing, not just slogans. Our politi- 
cal position is about the same 
internationally and our role in the 
whole world.*’ 

He added, “We can compare 
notes together in the United Na- 
tions and elsewhere. And perhaps 
we can attract other Muslim coun- 
tries.” 

In conclusion, Turabi ex- 
pressed his attitude toward fee Is- 
lamic renaissance and resistance 
movements in the present-day 
world by saying, “There is Islamic 
rising here and there, sometimes a 
hundred percent Muslim state, 
sometimes partially it is rising, 
like Turkey. It is not a majority 
party but it is quite a party today. 

I am sure tomorrow we will have 
a number of Muslim countries.

Turkey Shonld Act More Carefully to Secure Its National Interests

TEHRAN - — hi recent days we 
have bees witnessing successive 
Turkish military operations inside 
northern Iraq under the pretext of 
suppressing PKK dissidents. 
Ankara's military officials, claim- 
ing to have the strongest army in 
the region justify their recent 
military operations inside Iraqi 
soil to be in line with their right to 
preserve the country's national in- 
terests. 

The question is, may military 
■operations in peacetime be 
counted as acts to “preserve the 
national interests’* of a country? In 
other words, is there imminent 
danger to Turkey's national inter- 
ests that would necessitate the 
adoption of military policies? 

Considering the internal con- 
flicts that plague the army and the 
coalition government, on the one 
hand, andTukey'sspecial foreign 
policy stand which triggers tension 
in its foreign relations on the 
other, Turkish national interests 
take omtouble significance both in 
the domestic and foreign contexts. 
Such dual standard can also be 
applied to evaluate the claim of 
Turkish national interests calling 
fora mflituy operation in northern 
Iraq. 

Turkey’s unitary circles who 
are disenchanted with the coalition 
government of Necmettm Erbakan 
have waged criticisms and accusa- 
tions against his government, par- 
ticularly against die Welfare Party 
(Refhh) which he heads, making 
use of any opportunity or any ex- 
cuse to find weaknesses. The coa- 
lition government's alleged 
inability to timely supply the army 
with the expenses required for its 


public opinion and tbe 
demands of the Turkish Muslim 
People. Recent expressions of op- 
position voiced by the Turkish 
people against the government's 
military operations north of Iraq 
su b s tant i at es this argument. It may 
be conjectured that the army’s 
military operations are aimed at 
exerting greater pressure on Turk- 
ish society in order to entangle the 
coalition government in problems 
sod to create a national crisis, a 
situation where the government 
can be held accountable for di re- 
garding the country's nati o na l in- 
terests because of the issue of 
instability. As the situation wors- 
ens it can then trigger greater 
popular opposition and tension in 
all sectors of the country. 

But what the Turkish generals 
have overlooked is that the coali- 
tion government that now rules 
Turkey conforms to existing popu- 
lar demand and is a workable so- 
lution to Ankara's national 
problems. 

From the external point of 
view, Turkey has disrupted the 
security of its borders with neigh- 
boring countries by carrying out 
and expanding its military opera- 
tions north of Iraq. It has also 
lodged fictitious claims against 
some of its neighbors such as the 
Islamic Republic of Iran, Syria, 
and Greece, alleging that these 
countries have supplied missiles 
and trained guerillas of the PKK. 
These unsupported claims natu- 
rally create tension and erode the 
atmosphere of understanding and 
mutual cooperation between these 
countries and, therefore, work 
against Ankara's national inter- 
ests. 



military operations is among the 
charges leveled against the coali- 
tion government. 

The downing of two Turkish 
helicopters in northern Iraq by tbe 
PICK that led to the death of 100 
military meu of that country 
couldn't substantiate claims of tbe 
army against die coalition govern- 
ment and even neighboring coun- 
tries. Such incidents in themselves 
do happen. 

From die domestic standpoint, 
the army's separatist moves and 
inability to see eye to eye with die 
coalition government hampers de- 
cision- making in that country, and 


These developments, plus 
Turkish involvement in other do- 
mestic and international issues, 
could have no other consequence 
but to increase instabhty and inse- 
curity' in that country. What Tur- 
key has created for itself is devoid 
of any real interest for its people. 
By thinking that it can receive 
greater military aid within the 
framework of NATO by creating 
hostilities with neighboring coun- 
tries, it has overlooked the fact 
that the price it maj^be made to 
pay is a hostile public opinon and 
the loss of good neighborliness 
that could be more valuable as far 


as its national interest is con- 
cerned. 

The agreement on military co- 
operation which Turkey and tbe 
Zionist regime concluded in Feb- 
ruary 1996 was met with a wave 
of anger and discontentment 
among Arab states and the Islamic 
Republic of Iran. Turkey, how- 
ever, chooses to disregard these 
protests and has recently an- 
nounced that it plans to have a 
common sea maneuver with the 
Zionist regime and tbe U.S. in the 
Mediteranean Sea late this year. It 
appears that Turkey believes it 
will work to its national interest to 
tow the line with the U.S. and 
Zionist policies; proof is the pres- 
ence of Israel’s military personnel 
at the scene of the crash of its 
helicopters north of Iraq. 

The irony is, Turkey is trapped 
in a false illusion and doesn't real- 
ize it. It draws itself away from 
forces which are in a better posi- 
tion to guarantee its national inter- 
ests. Its subservience to Western 
interests can only exacerbate its 
problems. 

It should have realized its mis- 
take earlier. But things are not too 
late. It can choose to be inde- 
pendent now. As one of the most 
progressive Muslim countries in 
the world it can say “no” to Zion- 
ist interests. 

The West is now witnessing 
that its allies such as Spain, Italy, 
Greece, France, etc., have opened 
embassies in Iraq despite sanctions 
imposed against that country and 
despite U.S. calls for isolation of 
Baghdad. It is quite obvious that 
U.S. support for Turkey in its at- 
tempt to intensify military opera- 
tions inside Iraq in order to make 
the country insecure and thereby 
destroy any possibility of reestab-. 
fishing relations with Iraq (in line 
with Washington’s wishes) can be 
a predetermined scenario for 
Ankara which stands in dire need 
of crushing the Kurds and which 
is simply a tod to boost the U.S. 
policy of “dual containment." 

Tbe U.S. is not so happy with 
Turkey either. The violation of 
Cyprus’ air space by Turkish, 
fighter planes- has triggered Wash- 
ington's concern with Ankara. 
The U.S. objective of intensifying 
differences between Greece and 
Turkey, as two NATO members, 
could have the effect of raising 
Washington's influence within 
NATO and has no good prospect 
for Turkey either. The U.S., by 
dra gg ing Turkey in domestic and 
foreign crises with its neighbors 
and intensifying NATO's inter-or- 
ganisational complications in the 
region could lead Ankara to tow 
the line with its policies with the 
end in view of creating tension in 
the region. 

It is to the interest of Turkey 
that it exercise caution in choosing 
the direction it should take to pro- 
tect its national interests. In this 
way it will not only save itself 
frofti more troubles but will have 
the respect of its neighbors. 


action (rational action) is built. 
The Islamic state is situated at the 
top of all this and is the focus of a 
variety of political activities to re- 
alize the deep yearning for Islamic 
propriety- As such, Islam must 
have its own particular govern- 
ment and die “Islamic State” is 
i nd e e d the distinguishing feature 
of the contemporary movement to 
rehabilitate and revitalize Islam. 

The westerners have also been 
equally wrong in their assessment

It is underpinned by 
a set of ideas that cannot be limited 
to one country even if its important 
features were crystallized most 
clearly by the Islamic Revolution 
of Iran under the leadership of 
Imam Khomeini. 

As mentioned above, it is im- 
possible to understand Iran's for- 
eign policy without having a clear 
picture of the above two realities. 
But having laid them out, we can 
now turn our attention lu the basic 
principles and objectives that 
guide our foreign policy activities 
and endeavors.

TEHRAN — Tbe unprecedented 
turn-out of voters in the recent 
presidential election took the 
country by surprise. Enemies of 
the Revolution and the Islamic 
Republic had attempted by means 
of propaganda and other media 
tools to discourage eligible voters 
from pouring into the polling 
booths in order to elect the candi- 
date of their choice. Voter apathy 
could have been trumpeted by the 
enemies to mean citizen apathy to 
the system. 

Receiving a setback at the in- 
itial step, foreign broadcasting sta- 
tions jumped at every' opportunity 
after the election to focus on news 
items and events that could be 
played up in their own favor, but 
to their dismay, found every new 
development pointing to the Ira- 
nian people's determination to 
participate in the affairs of their 
government. The colossal propa- 
ganda machinery of the West can 
no longer rebut this conspicuous 
presence representing the people’s 
fidelity and commitment to the 
continued prosperity of the Islamic 
Republic and the system that it has 
chosen to implement. 

A BBC correspondent who was 
an eyewi to ess to the throng of peo- 
ple waiting to vote in polling 
booths during the last election re- 
ports on the 3rd of Khordad: 

“The enthusiasm displayed by 
the people of Iran in this round of 
the presidential election is un- 
precedented... The millions of 
people who elected Mohammad 
Khatami as (he (next) president of 
the Islamic Republic of Iran makes 
tbe election unique. ” 

Notwithstanding the massive 
participation of voters in the elec- 
tion as an indication of the failure 
of the foreign media’s propaganda 
operations to discredit the Islamic 
Republic of Iran, the enemies of 
the nation persist in their venom- 
ous propaganda. Foreign radios 
run by global arrogance now turn 
to the medium of news analysis to 
distort facts and to protray the 
results in any way that would cast 
the country in an unfavorable light 
in the international community. 

The Voice of America (VGA) 
forthwith interpreted the results as 
an indication that what the people 
of Iran showed in this free election 
was in fact their negation of the 
regime. 

What the imperialist mass me- 
dia would have tbe world under- 
stand from their news comments is 
the idea that the Islamic system 
and the Iranian leadership have 
lost the support" af the people. Tbe 
technique is not new. They present 
only one side of the picture, the 


side that is favorable to them. 
They do not go further by delving 
into other factors behind the peo- 
ple’s vote and reveal, for instance, 
that President-elect Khatami’s 
election could be credited to the 
fact that two segments of the citi- 
zenry have become more vocal — 
women and the youth. 

How do we reconcile the pres- 
ence of millions of Iranians in the 
22 Bahman rally held every year 
with the 20 million or so votes 
garnered by president-elect 
Khatami except as a demonstration 
of the people’s support for the 
system and the leadership of the 
Islamic Republic of Iran? 

The hostile propaganda ma- 
chinery further projects the elec- 
tion results in a distorted vein by 
alluding to the composition of the 
recently elected Majlis Steering 
Board and predicts emergence of 
problems in the future government 
of the Islamic Republic oflran. 

In this line, BBC on Khordad 3 
said that the basis of discussions 
and arguments of a possible hos- 
tility between the Majlis and the 
government of president-elect 
Khatami is the fact that none of the 
members of the Majlis Steering 
Board are from the moderate and 
leftist coalition that supported Mr. 
Khatami’s pesidency. 

The negative propaganda of 
foreign broadcasting stations may, 
in part, be explained to the com- 
parison they make of the role of 
political supporters in election 
candidates with those prevailing 
in the West where party or individ- 
ual interests are superior to those 
of the country. In the West elec- 
tions are so commercialized as to 
make tbe eventual winner a debtor 
to all those Individuals or groups 
who have supported him during 
the election. The comparison is 
obviously aimed at tbe same objec- 
tive: to malign the victory that has 
recently been achieved by the Is- 
lamic Republic through an orderly 
and widely supported election in 
tbe minds of their hearers. 

However, without doubt they 
will fail to convince the world with 
their lies. In this country the peo- 
ple’s loyalty to the state far out- 
weigh individual differences and, 
more likely than not, opposing 
wings in the government will work 
for unity and strive to give reality 
to the goals of the Islamic system. 
With these realities in mind, those 
who have doubts can rest assured 
that party or policy differences 
among the administrators of the 
Islamic system will eventually be 
threshed out. The announcement 
of Majlis Speaker Hqjjatoleslam 
Nateq Noun, in clear terms, of his 
reaJiness to cooperate with the 
government of president-elect 
Khatami makes this prediction 




credible. 

Faced with repeated failures in 
spreading false propaganda 
against the Islamic Republic cf 
Iran, the Western media have now 
shifted their efforts to depicting a 
picture of president-elect 
Khatami that is in line with their 
own objectives. They have now 
aired the unsolicited view that 
Khatami can pave the ground for 
rapprochement of the Islamic Re- 
public of Iran with the U.S. 

Israeli radio on Khordad 17 
said that the election of Mr. 
Khatami has provided a leeway for 
the regime to act according to the 
conditions set by the U.S. for re- 
vamping relations with Iran. 

Obviously, such unsolicited 
comment stems from the disillu- 
sionment of foreigners with the 
failure of their goals and interests 
in the Islamic Republic of Iran, 
especially in relation to the recent 
presidential election. What is the 
basis for their immediate conclu- 
sion that a change of president can 
mean an instant change in die 
country’s foreign policy? To date, 
the president-elect has not even 
given a hint as to who will com- 
pose his cabinet. The undeniable 
fact is that Mr. Khatanii has al- 
ready hinted that there will be no 
basis even for negotiation aimed at 
possible rapprochement unless the 
U.S. shows the initial goodwill by 
changing its position on various 
issues. President-elect Khatami, in 
his first press conference, made 
this point clear. 

French radio, for its part, says 
that the freedom of expression 
much talked about during the re- 
cent election should now be given 
reality. 

Such words aim to inculcate the 
idea that freedom of expression 
was for all intents and purposes 
absent prior to the election. 
Clearly, such comments are irre- 
sponsible and indicate that foreign 
radios are simply biased and con- 
flicting in their comments. On the 
one hand they describe the election 
as being free and then claim there 
is no freedom in Iran. Can free- 
dom be limited to one episode in a 
country's history? 

As of now. it wiil be interesting 
to await the Western radios' com- 
ing analyses of the composition of 
Mr. Khatami’s cabinet. Your 
guess is as good as ours.

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COLOMBO — The death toll in a 
fierce battle between die army 
with Tamil Tiger rebels in north- 
ern Sri Lanka Wednesday rose to 
342 with the discovery of further 
dead soldiers, officials here said. 

Elite army troops moved to re- 
establish a devastated army camp 
in the district of Vavuniya where 
the separatist Liberation Tigers of 
Tamil Eelam (LTTE) mounted a 
fierce counter attack on Tuesday, 
officials said. 

They said the death toll among 
elite special forces commandos 
rose to 72 as troops recovered 
more bodies strewn in the vicinity 
of the army's “55-brigade" head- 
quarters at Thandikulam in Va- 
vuniya. 

The Defense Ministry said 
more than 1 ,000 Tiger rebels were 
involved in the attack and 210 of 
them were killed while another 
300 were wounded in heavy fight- 
ing. 

For their part, the Tiger rebels 
admitted losing 50 of their cadres, 
claimed killing “hundreds" of 
government soldiers and said they 
had destroyed the Thandikulam 
brigade together with five battle 
tanks. 


The Defense Ministry said only 
one tank had been destroyed by the 
rebels and said three artillery guns 
were blown up by the troops them- 
selves to prevent them falling into 
the hands of the guerrillas. 

The ministry admitted on Tues- 
day that the rebels blew up a gov- 
ernment ammunition dump.

Nigeria Sends 
Two More Ships

LAGOS — Nigeria has des- 
patched two more naval ships to 
Sierra Leone in a move suggesting 
west Africa’s major power re- 
mains committed to forcing coup 
leaders there to restore democ- 
racy. 

The frigate Aradu and the fast 
attack boat Ekpe have left to join 
two other Nigerian naval ships al- 
ready in waters off Sierra Leone. 

“I can confirm that Aradu left 
for Sierra Leone on Sunday and 
Ekpe left on Monday," said a mili- 
tary spokesman. 

He declined to comment on lo- 
cal newspaper reports that the re- 
inforcement of the Nigerian-led 
west African ECOMOG force 
meant an attack was imminent. 

“That is for the ECOWAS 
(Economic Community of West 
African States) to say," he added. 
Nigeria's own military ruler Gen- 
eral Sani Abacha is die current 
chainnan of the regional grouping.

Police Storm Seoul University as 
Student Crackdown Intensifies 


SEOUL — Hundreds of riot police 
stormed a Seoul University cam- 
pus Wednesday to search the head- 
quarters of a radical student 
organization, branded “pro-North 
Korean" by the government. 

Some 1,000 riot police, led by 
officers armed with a court search 
warrant, raided the student hall at 
Hanyang University, which 
houses the headquarters of the Na- 
tional Association of University 
Councils (Hanchongryon). 

But police faced a cold trail 
when the 13 rooms used by Han- 
cbongryon, including one where a 
presumed police informant was 
tortured to death by students, were 
found stripped clean of papers and 
documents, an AFP correspondent

said. 

Police then settled for clearing 
hundreds of empty bottles which 
had been stored for use as fire- 
bombs. 

They later staged a reenactment 
of the torture-murder on the fifth 
floor of the hall, with three jailed 
students, tied and in prison garb, 
taking part.

Ending China MFN Would 
Hurt U.S. Interests 


WASHINGTON - U.S. Secretary 
of State Madeleine Albright told 
Congress on Tuesday that revok- 
ing normal trade relations with 
China could end cooperation with 
Beijing , on some security issues 
and on the environment. 

“The revocation of normal 
trade relations would eliminate 
prospects for U.S. -China coopera- 
tion an a wide range of issues,” 
Albright said in testimony to die 
Senate Finance Committee. 

“Unlike targeted sanctions we 
have used in specific areas, revo- 
cation would affect policies across 
die hoard, harm oar interests as 
much Qc more than China’s, and 
imperil innocent bystanders such 
as Hong Kong and Taiwan. " 

Congress is considering 
whether to overturn president Bill 
Clinton’s decision to renew 
China’s Most Favoured Nation 
(MFN) trade status for another 
year. Administration officials* 
have said they expect a tough fight 
with lawmakers who want to deny 
Beijing die favorable trade treat- 
ment enjoyed by almost every 
otter country in the world. 

- House Democratic Leader 
Richard : Gephardt of Missouri, 
who wants to end China's MFN 
status, , said on Saturday that the 
house could vote to revoke MFN. 
Bid he said be was “less optimis- 
tic*’ about the Senate. 

U.S. trade representative Char- 
lene Barshefkky told reporters that 
she was “cautiously optimistic” 
that the House would uphold MFN 
when it votes later this month cm 
the issue. 

Senate Finance Committee 
Chairman William Roth, R-Del., 
told Albright and Barshefeky he 
thought MFN for China would 
prevail in the Sena te . 

“I do think hat by working to- 
gether and by leadership being 
provided by not only the two of 
you but at the highest level, we can 
ensure that most favoured nation 
treatment will continue. But it' 
should not be taken for granted,” 
he said. 

Only a handful of countries are 
denied MFN, and ending the trade 
tie with China mold send tariffs 


soaring to die high levels of the 
1930s. Barshefeky said duties on 
imports from China would jump to 
an average rate of about 44 percent 
from the cur ren t level of about 6 
percent. 

That would raise the price of 
many goods now imported from 
China at relatively low prices. 
Barshefsky said that U.S. consum- 
ers would end up paying about 
$590 million a year more for 
goods such as shoes, clothing and 
small appliances. 

Albright told die panel that re- 
voking MFN would strengthen the 
hand “of those who have been 
seeking to fill the country’s ideo- 
logical void with a belligerent na- 


tionalism” and would not improve 
Chinese behavior. 

The United States could also 
lose Chinese support for initiatives 
in the United Nations, including 
organizational reform and sanc- 
tions on Iraq, she said, and coop- 
eration- on fighting drugs and on 
environmental issues could be un- 
dermined. 

“China, destined to displace 
the United States as the largest 
producer of greenhouse gases, 
could withhold its participation in 
a global agreement on preventing 
climate change that is scheduled 
for completion in Tokyo this De- 
cember," Albright said.

Japan’s Current Account 
Surplus Jumps 92.7% in April 


TOKYO — Japan’s current ac- 
count surplus in April surged 
92.7% from a year earlier at 
1,091.8 billion yen ($9.7 billion), 
the Finance Ministry said Wednes- 
day. 

This figure meets the market 
expectations whose estimates were 
centered on a surplus of around 
1,100 billion yen. 

The nation’s trade surplus ex- 
panded 90.9 percent year-on-year 
to 1,022.6 billion yen, with ex- 
ports gaining 21.6 percent to 
4,313.4 billion yen and imports 
rising 9.3 percent to 3,290.8 bil- 
lion yen, the ministry said. 

The current account balance 
measures the flow of goods and 
services as well as investment in- 
" come and other monetary trans- 
fers. 

The goods and services surplus 
totalled 417.6 billion yen, revers- 
ing a deficit of 32J5 billion yen 
posted in April a year ago. 

The -capital and financial ac- 
count recorded an outflow of 860.5 
billipn yen in the month, a reversal 
from the inflow of 371.4 billion 
yen posted a year earlier. 

A ministry official said the cur- 
rent account surplus pasted a sig- 
nificant upturn in. April on the 


back of a strong rise in the trade 
surplus in the month. 

“The rise in the trade surplus 
was due largely to constrained ex- 
port activity in March, when ex- 
porters directed output to the do- 
mestic market,' to cope with strong 
domestic demand ahead of the con- 
sumption tax hike,” an official 
said. 

“The tempo of the decline in 
Japan's current account surplus i& 
slowing,” the ministry official 
said. 

The travel deficit in April rose 
to 256.1 billion yen from 254.0 
billion yen a year ago, as fixe num- 
ber of outgoing travellers rose to 
1.23 million from 1.18 million a 
year earlier. 

Despite the significant rise in 
the current account surplus in 
April, it ranked as the eighth larg- 
est for the month of April, slightly 
higher than the surplus of 1,050 
billion yen recorded in April 1985, 
but below the surplus of 1,150 
billion yen posted in April 1987.

Kflznklistan, 
Azerbaijan Sign fo 
Build Trans-Caspian 
Oil Pipeline 

ALMATY, Kazakstan — The 
presidents of Kazakstan and Azer- 
baijan signed a deal Tuesday to 
build a 2,575-kilo meter (1, 600- 
mile) oil pipeline along the floor 
of the Caspian Sea, giving Kazak- 
stan an alternative to export routes 
•cross Russia. 

The pipeline would run from 
Kazak oilfields on the eastern 
shore of the Caspian, via Turk- 
menbashi in Turkmenistan, to the 
Azerbaijani capital Baku. From 
there, it would run overland across 
Georgia and Turkey to the Medi- 
terranean Sea. 

Nurlan Balgimbayev, president 
of Kazakoil, Kazakstan's state oil 
company, told reporters construc- 
tion of the pipeline will begin in 
2000 and last three years. The iine 
would have a capacity of 45 mil- 
lion-50 million tons (315 million 
to 350 million barrels) a year, giv- 
ing Kazakstan an outlet for the 
increased production it expects is 
the next few years. 

Balgimbayev noted that the par- 
ticipants in the Kazakstan 
Caspishelf Consortium developing 
large deposits offshore Kazakstan 
in the Caspian, are likely to be 
charged with helping to raise the 
capital for the new pipeline pro- 
ject. He didn't elaborate on financ- 
ing plans, however. ^pj 


Klaus Government 
Wins Confidence Vote 


PRAGUE — Czech Prime Minis- 
ter Vaclav Klaus's government on 
Tuesday narrowly survived a con- 
fidence vote in parliament which 
be called to seek approval for a 
tough economic austerity package. 

The 100 deputies in Klaus' cen- 
ter-right coalition and one inde- 
pendent backed the motion while 
99 ofpositioa deputies drawn from 
foe Social Democrats, Communist 
and extreme right parties voted 
against it. 

The vote caps weeks of political 
crisis marked by a sharp drop in 
the popularity of Klaus' civic 
Democratic Party, attacks against 
the koruna which had to be deval- 
ued and the departure of the least 
popular ministers. 

Klaus said through his spokes- 
man Ladislav Spacek that the re- 
sult will “calm the political 
situation” and that he hoped “the 
government will start energetically 
carrying out the necessary meas- 
ures for economic revival." 

The austerity measures intro- 
duced Monday night are aimed at 
cutting spending this year by 20 
billion korunas ($600 million). In 
April the government slashed a 
further 25 billion korunas ($800 
million) from the budget. 

The government won the vote 
following last-minute negotiations 
with independent deputy Jozef 
Wagner, chairman of the Budget 
Committee which demanded guar- 


antees on the government’s priva- 
tization plans. 

Shortly before the tense vote, 
Klaus said: “an expression of con- 
fidence in the government can al- 
low us to emerge from the vicious 
circle of instability.” 

He added that he wanted to 
break the cycle “when economic 
problems lead to political instabil- 
ity and public concern and when 
such instability and concern lead 
to still more serious economic 
problems “ 

Klaus’s Center-Right coalition 
government has 100 seats in the 
200 seat assembly. The resulting 
tension has heightened with the 
recent deterioration of the coun- 
try's economic position, he said. 

Milos Zeman, parliament 
speaker and leader of the opposi- 
tion Social Democrat Party, which 
has 60 seats in the National As- 
sembly. said earlier be would not 
support the confidence vole. 

He added that if the government 
lost the vote, a new premier should 
be named and early elections 
should be held by the autumn of 
1998. 

Last week Klaus nominated 
three new ministers. Former 
Czech ambassador to Britain, 
Karel Kuhn!, was made minister of 
commerce and industry, while an 
emigre writer, Jiri Grusa, was ap- 
pointed education minister. Ivan 
Pilip, formerly education mini ster, 

was made finance minister.

Russian Parliament to Test 
Mettle Over Budget Cuts

MOSCOW — Russia's opposi- 
tion-dominated Parliament will 
face 8 test of its mettle oa Wednes- 
day when it considers what do 
about the liberal government’s 
plan to cut spending. 

Ministers say the cuts are es- 
sential to sort out state finances 
thrown into chaos by a shortfall in 
tax revenues. But they have come 
under fire in the state Duma Lower 
House for making life tougher for 
the struggling majority of Rus- 
sians. 

Some of the communist depu- 
ties and their allies who dominate 
the chamber say Russia should 
print money instead of cutting 
spending by about a fifth as the 
government proposes. 

But they have limited room for 
manoeuvre in a country where 
most power lies with the presi- 
dent. 

The government has driven this 
home by hinting obliquely that 
President Boris Yeltsin might be 
prepared to dissolve the Duma if it 
does not toe foe monetary line. 

First Deputy Prime Minister 
Anatoly Chubais, chief reformer 
in a cabinet Yeltsin reshuffled in 
February in favour of a younger, 
more liberal team, on Tuesday 
urged lawmakers to reject the 
money-printing option, warning it 
would spark inflation. 

“The gap between poor and 
rich will grow. For banks inflation 
is like a mother but for pensioners, 
if at foe end of the month inflation 
eats np 20 percent of the pension, 
it is death,** he told the federation 
council upper house. 

“A strong state's budget must 
be strict. In a weak, helpless state 
foe budget consists of promises to 
everyone.. .and fells apart as soon 
as it starts to be realized, "Chubais 
said. 


In a sign the duma may shy 
away from a clash. Communist 
Party Chief Gennady Zyuganov 
said on Tuesday a commission 
could be set up to examine the 
plan, known as a sequestration. 

“Every point of the sequestra- 
tion plan has to be analyzed pro- 
fessionally,” Interfax news 
agency quoted Guganov as saying. 

On Parliament's insistence, foe 
government has come up with 
measures to bring in more reve- 
nue, mainly by squeezing Russia's 
major tax debtors such as 
Gazprom gas monopoly, car 
maker Avtovaz and Sibneft and 
Nizhnevartovskneftegaz oil firms. 

The Duma will also consider a 
proposal to strike foe clause from 
foe budget law under which the 
government must seek parlia- 
ment's approval for any spending 
cuts. 

The aim of foe proposal is to lay 
the blame for the social conse- 
quences of foe cuts squarely with 
foe government and ensure that 
spending is reduced equally across 
foe board in line with foe existing 
budget. 

Chubais, in charge of the gov- 
ernment while Prime Minister 
Viktor Chernomyrdin is on vaca- 
tion, wants deputies to pass the 
cuts and the first reading of a new 
tax code by foe time foe Duma 
breaks up for its summer recess 
later this month. 

The tax code, which aims to 
make Russia's convoluted tax sys- 
tem more workable and transpar- 
ent, has already become the basis 
for the government’s 1998 budget 
draft. 

While it may not have the nerve 
to confront the government over 
foe budget, foe Duma looks set to 
vent its wrath on Wednesday by 
passing a resolution condemning 


the privatization campaign in 
1992-1996 which was spear- 
headed by Chubais. 

It has invited Chubais, chief 
hate figure for the opposition, to

U.S. Expects 
Chile fo join 
NAFTA by March 

LIMA — Washington hopes Chile ■ 
will be a member of the North 
American Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA) by next March, special 
U.S. envoy for Latin America 
Thomas McLarty said Sunday. 

“We hope to reach an agree- 
ment with Chile before the end of 
the year, and certainly before San- 
tiago's Summit” of hemispheric 
leaders in March 1998, McLarty 
said ahead of a meeting of foreign 
ministers from the Organization of 
American States (QAS). 

But the March deadline may be 
cutting it close, since U.S. Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton postponed until 
September the introduction of 
“fest track" legislation that would 
allow the administration to- negoti- 
ate with Chile. 

“We are consulting intensively 
with Congress and hope to get fest 
track (authority) soon,” McLarty 
said. 

Chile already has bilateral free 
trade aegreements with the other 
two NAFTA members, Canada 
and Mexico, but has not been able 
to join the trading bloc for lack of 
U.S. authority to negotiate. 

McLarty said that in addition to 
seeking free trade with Chile, foe 
United States remains “totally 
committed" to foe project to nego- 
tiate a free trade area of foe Ameri- 
cas that would stretch from Canada 
to Chile by 2005.

He is one of only 16 officers 
who guard against poaching in 
the 800-square-kilometer (320- 
square-mile) Bandipur Forest in 
southern India. Every day, 
Rathore saunters in his rubber 
sandals 16 kilometers (10 miles) 
back and forth through the jun- 
gle. To report trouble, he has to 
walk 15 kilometers (nine miles) 
to the nearest park office with a 
radio. 

Thirteen years after India 
started reject Tiger with the goal 
of saving the big cat in its last 
natural habitats, conservationists 
say it is woefully underfinanced 
and has little to show for its ef- 
forts. 

Game wardens in the reserve 
forests have few jeeps, no radios, 
no uniforms, and few weapons, 
none of them modem. 

An average of one tiger is 
killed every day in India, which 
is home to the majority of the 
world’s tigers. Only about 3,000 
are estimated to remain in the 
wild here, down from 40,000 at 


many others are increasingly 
turning to balms and lotions made 
of tiger parts in the belief it cures 
a host of ailments from infertility 
to rheumatism. 

The World Wildlife Fund es- 
timates illicit trading in tigers and 
other endangered animals is 
worth $6 billion a year around the 
world. 

At the front lines of the war to 
protect tigers are Rathore and his 
colleagues at Bandipur. He 
works eight straight days, then 
gets a day off. 

“He is like a beat policeman, ” 
saysS.N. Rajagopal, deputy con- 
servator of forests in Bandipur, 
one of the largest of India’s 23 
tiger reserves. 

Bandipur gets about 5 million 
rupees ($143,000) a year from 
Project Tiger, which is partly fi- 
nanced by international environ- 
mental groups. Other parks get 
more or less depending on their 
size. The project is controlled by 
federal bureaucrats, often with 
little or no experience in conser- 
vation, and officials of the Indian 
Forest Service. 

“I was given one pair of shoes 
when I joined this job six months 


hack. I have to use it carefully,” 
says Rathore, whose monthly sal- 
ary is 2,600 rupees, or a little 
more than $70. 

Nine park wardens in 
Bandipur are supposed to have 
jeeps, but only one does. 

“On paper there are a lot of 
vehicles, but most of them are 
condemned to the garage,” Ra- 
jagopal says as he bounces along 
a forest track in a minibus used 
both for officials and tourist sa- 
faris. “We have very little money 
to increase the facilities. Seventy 
percent of our money goes in 
wages. ” 

Critics contend very little of 
Project Tiger’s money trickles 
down to the parks and low-rank- 
ing rangers who do the main 
work in protecting tigers and 
managing forests. Most of the 
money is spent on wages, repair 


vationists think it is less, saying 
the official figure is based on 
poor counting techniques. 

Tiger sighting are so rare the 
park has a register to record 
them.

Rajagopal, the deputy conser- 
vator, insists his park has not 
been ravaged by poachers, as 
have many in northern India.

U.S. Congressman Calls for 
End to Ban on Cuban Cigars 


WASHINGTON — A U.S. con- 
gressman has called for an end to 
the ban on Cuban cigars since 
Americans who can afford them 
are openly flouting the long- 
standing embargo on products 
from Cuba. 

"We have people in the politi- 
cal elites, we have people in the 
media elites, in the intellectual 
elites who visit the island, who 
travel overseas and who have the 
money to buy these cigars,” said 
Democratic representative 
George Miller from California. 

“If it’s good enough for those 
in the government, good enough 
for those in the media, we ought 
to share it with the middle class 
in this country,” said Miller. 

Miller pointed out that former 
president John F. Kennedy got 
himself a stockpile of Cuban ci- 
gars before imposing economic 
sanctions on Cuba in 1961 and 
former House speaker Tip 
O'Neill regularly demanded ci- 
gars from people who had visited 
Cuba. 

“We should end the duplic- 
ity," said Miller, whose home 
states peopled by entertainment 


industry celebrities who have 
taken up cigar smoking as r Se 
hot new trend. 

Cuban cigars, reputed to be 
the finest in the world, cost be- 
tween $15 and $30 apiece. Miller 
said U.S. citizens are ordering 
them by mail through the Internet 
or from Holland where they are 
shipped without the wrappers to 
clients who then put the bands 
back on. 

Miller said the us customs 
service is spending $1 million a 
year in Miami Florida in a futile 
attempt to stop the flow of Cuban 
cigars. 

“Why shouldn’t all Ameri- 
cans if they so desire enjoy that 
pleasure?” asked Miller. “Now 
it’s really only for the elite.” 

Castro opponents in the House

WASHINGTON — Americans 
may be surrendering far more in- 
formation about themselves than 
they realize and much of it is show- 
ing up on the World Wide Web, 
experts told U.S. government hear- 
ings recently. 

The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion heard from credit agencies, 
computer experts, privacy advo- 
cates and investigators as it began 
four days of hearings to advise 
Congress on safeguarding the 
privacy of Americans on the In- 
ternet. 

“Sitting at my computer, us- 
ing only a person's name and 
address, I can develop a detailed 
profile of that person,” FTC 
chairman Robert Pitofsky said. 

As the five commissioners 
watched, Carol Lane, author of 
“ Naked in Cyberspace called 
up revealing databases that 
showed everything from indi- 
viduals* political donations to se- 
lected medical information. 

Consumers who seek infor- 
mation from merchants on 800 
numbers, register to vote, send in 
product registration cards or surf 
the Internet may inadvertently be 
making data available about 
themselves. 

But Gerald Cerasale of the Di- 
rect Marketing Association said 
purchase information is limited 
to helping marketers sell things 

and is not shared with others. 

At the same time, public but 
once-obscure records are sud- i 
denly available with a click of the < 

mouse. For example, Blake F

s Services said his company galh- 
- ers information from federal, 
a stale and county courthouses and 
sells it. Information about judg- 
• ments, suits and anything else a 
courthouse records is available 
electronically. 

The information is in turn 
linked with name, address and 
other information, resold by oth- 
ers and then resold again. 

Information once called ‘‘pri- 
vate” is also for sale. Mark 
Hanna, president of WDIA 
Corp., said his company sells so- 
cial security numbers to anyone 
willing to pay $13.40 by credit 
card over the Internet. The social 
security number can be used to 
track someone's current address 
and telephone through services 
such as those provided by Lexis- 
Nexis. 

Even very public information 
takes a new twist when comput- 
erized on CD-ROM or through 
the Web.

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British Study: Cervical Cancer Strikes Younger 


LONDON — British researchers 
said on Wednesday they had seen 
a puzzling increase in a rare form 
of cervical cancer among younger 
women. 

Although the increase in adeno- 
carcinoma of the cervix was not 
yet anything to worry about, they 
said doctors and patients should be 
aware of it and said it could be 
linked to a viral epidemic. 

Diane Stockton of the Institute 
of Public ' Health at Cambridge 
University and colleagues went 
through records in England's east 
Anglia region to see what the pat- 


tems of cancer were. 

They were startled by what they 
found. 

“The incidence of adenocarci- 
nomas has increased fourfold in 
east anglia during the 25 years of 
observation and th is inc rease is 
most marked in the 30 to 39 year 
*ge group,” they wrote in a report 
in the Journal of Medical Screen- 
ing. 

There are two kinds of cervical 
cancer. One is squamous cell can- 
cer — cancer of the surface cells 
of die cervix, which is the opening

of the uterus. The second kind is 
adenocarcinoma — a cancer of the 
tiny ranmg glands the cer- 

vix. 

Squamous cell cancer is die 
most common form but incidence 
has been greatly reduced by pap 
screening programmes, which al- 
low doctors to detect and treat 
abnormal cells before they become 
cancerous. The incidence of 
squamous cell cancer has dropped 
by 40 percent in east Anglia since 
the late 1980s. 

Tom Davies, director of the 
east Anglian cancer registry, said 


not much was known about adeno- 
carcinoma because it was so rare. 

“There is not a great deal of 
agreement on how different the the 
tumors are and the agreement is 
they do share the same risk fac- 
tors,** be said in a telephone inter- 
view. 

The major risk factor is h uman 
wart virus (HPV), a sexually 
transmitted disease. But Davies 
said smoking and frequent sexual 
activity with multiple partners 
were also risk factors. 

The researchers said the evi- 
dence indicated most women were 


exposed to some risk factor in the 
mid-1980s. This could be an out- 
break of HPV, or some other vi- 
rus, possibly combined with the 
other risks. 

“One of the interesting things 
is the increase in the younger age 
groups," Davies said. "All age 
groups seem to have been at risk 
at the same time. This could be 
explained by an epidemic that was 
not clinically evident at the time." 

The researchers recommended 
that doctors report both types of 
cancer separately until more was 
known about the differences.

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Coxsackie B Virus Claims 22 nd Victim in Malaysian State 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia — 
The coxsaclde B virus on Tuesday 
claimed its 22nd victim in a Ma- 
laysian state on Borneo - an 18- 
mooth-old girl. 

George Chan Hong Nam, dep- 
uty chief minister of Sarawak 
state, said the child died at the 
hospital in Sibu, 1,030 kilometers 
(640 miles) southeast of Kuala 
Lumpur. 

“So far, 82 young children sus- 
pected of being infected by the 
virus are still being treated at the 
(Sibu) Hospital,*' be said at a news 
conference. In all, 146 are hospi- 
talized in various parts of 
Sarawak. 

Two American experts flew to 
Borneo Monday to try to learn 
why the 2-month -old outbreak was 


killing children. 

Thousands have contracted the 
disease in Sarawak since April, 
and Malaysia's Institute of Medi- 
cal Research said Monday that 
those who died, all aged 4 or 
younger, developed myocarditis - 
an inflammation of the heart. 

Coxsackie virus is found 
worldwide, and is normally not 
fatal. However, previous deaths 
from myocarditis related to cox- 
sackie virus have been reported 
among children in China. 

Jim Alexander and Omesh 
Dutta Parashar, epidemiologists 
from the U.S. centers for disease 
control and prevention in Atlanta, 
came to Malaysia at the govern- 
ment's invitation. 

“It is an interesting question to 


find out why there are so many 
cases in so short a period of time,*' 
the national news agency Be mama 
quoted Alexander as saying. 

Schools in the affected area of 
Sarawak reopened Monday after a 
2 1/2-week holiday, but few 
youngsters were in class: instead 
their parents came in droves to say 
that their children were staying 
home. 

Hotels also were allowed to re- 
open tbeirswimming pools, closed 
since last week, but only for 
adults, and not in 5ibu. Chan said. 

Coxsackie virus is named for 
the New York town where an out- 
break occurred in 1948. It is 
spread through contact with nasal 
secretions and feces.

Snidy SAys 
VitamIns Could 
Cut Heart 
Disease Risk 

CHICAGO — A study published 
on Tuesday called for research 
into whether vitamin supplements 
with folic acid and other elements 
can reduce the risk of heart dis- 
ease. 

The report, from the Adelaide 
Hospital in Dublin. Ireland, said a 
study of nearly 1,600 people in 
nine European countries found 
that high levels of an amino acid 
called homocysteine in the blood 
can indicate a doubled risk of heart 
disease. 

The increased risk caused by 
high levels of the amino acid is 
similar to that caused by high cho- 
lesterol or cigarette smoking, said 
the study published in this week's 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association. 

The report said a small number 
of people in the test who took 
vitamin combinations with folic 
acid, cobalamin (a component of 
vitamin B-12) and pyridoxine (one 
of the B-6 group of vitamins) ap- 
peared to show a substantial reduc- 
tion in heart disease risk. 

“We believe it is lime to con- 
sider whether existing recom- 
mended daily allowances of the 
vitamins that modulate homocys- 
teine metabolism are adequate, 
and to undertake randomized con- 
trolled trials of the effects of folic 
acid and perhaps pyridoxine in the 
secondary prevention of cardiac 
disease." the study concluded.

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MAPUTO — River blindness has 
been detected in Mozambique for 
the first time, the National Board 
of Health said on Tuesday. 

A research team found cases of 
the disease, which is caused by a 
parasitic worm, in Milange district 
of centra! Mozambique, on the 
border with southeastern Malawi, 
the board said in a statement. 

River blindness was well-docu- 
mented in Malawi but had not been 
recorded before in Mozambique. 

Hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple fled Mozambique's 16-year 
civil war for Malawi and returned 
after a peace deal in in 1992. 

The research team at the medi- 
cal faculty of Eduardo Mondlane 
University in Maputo said it was 
possible they had brought the dis- 
ease with them, but it did not say 
how many cases had been found. 

Over 90 percent of the world's 
cases of river blindness are re- 
corded in tropical Africa.

U.S. to Seek G7 Support 
for Africa Initiative 


WASHINGTON — From Congo 
to Sierra Leone, the news out of 
Africa is mostly bad. Wars, coups, 
massacres and famine* dominate 
fee headlines of Western media 
that cover fee continent at all. 

But U.S. officials say that, 
largely imnorirarf by the world 
public, many sub-Saharan African 
countries are becoming economic 
success stories, and that now is the 
time to promote that trend. 

At the G7 economic summit in 
Denver June 20-22, Washington 
will seek international support for 
an “Africa initiative” it is already 
launching at home to boost trade 
and investment in one of the 
world’s poorest and most ne- 
glected regions. 

The United States wants to cor- 
ral not just its G7 partners — Brit- 
ain, Canada, France, Germany, 
Italy and Japan — but also multi- 
lateral bodies like the World Bank 
and International Monetary Fund 
behind an effort to reward Africa’s 
reformers. 

A senior U.S. official said a 
“significant portion” of fee Den- 
ver agenda would focus on African 
issues from peacekeeping to debt 
relief, as part of a bid to 
“strengthen international coordi- 
nation to support reform and de- 
velopment in Africa.” 

On p eacek eeping, fee official 
said fee United States and France 
would seek to pool efforts to set up 
an indigenous African force, a 
goal of U.S. policy since late last 
year. 

But fee main focus is likely to 
be cm economic prospects in Af- 
rica, where officials say some 30 
countries grew at more than 5 per- 
cent last year and a few at around 
10 percent The IMF forecasts 4.7 
percent growth for Africa as a 
whole this year. 

“The countries which have 
achieved those kinds of growth 
rates, Botswana, have adopted 
sound macro and micro policies 
which reflect an understanding of 
the need to create s market, to 
provide an environment in which 
investment takes place,” one offi- 
cial said. 

“That new consensus which 
prevails in a good part of sub-Sa- 
hara Africa today needs to be 


voiced by us on our side of the 
partnership in saying feat we will 
take steps to help these countries,” 
said fee official, speaking anony- 
mously. 

This should be done “through 
fee kind of development policies 
we pursue, but also through our 
own trade policies and by pushing 
and promoting the message with 
our own companies,” he added. 

Apart from Botswana, nations 
seen as doing fee right thing in- 
clude Uganda, Benin, Ivory 
Coast, Ghana, Kenya, Malawi, 
Lesotho, Gabon and even yester- 
day’s disaster story, Angola. 

What Western economists like 
about these countries is that they 
are moving away from the social- 
ist-style or aid-based economies of 
the Cold War era and towards fee 
“trade not aid” philosophy fash- 
ionable for some years among rich 
nations. 

The World Bank says that 37 
out of 48 sub-Saharan African 
countries are undertaking serious 
economic reforms, including lib- 
eralizing trade barriers, privatiz- 
ing state enterprises and easing 
investment laws. 

“Although some of the (G7) 
countries say let’s not downplay 
aid, there’s a general agreement 
feat development assistance will at 
best play a supporting role,” a 
senior U.S. official said. 

“Any kind of official flows will 
be dwarfed by private flows, inter- 
nally generated and from abroad,” 
the official said. 

The G7 effort mirrors an initia- 


tive which the United States 
launched in April to promote trade 
and economic development in Af- 
rica. 

Two versions of a bill currently 
exist — one sponsored by two 
members of Congress and fee 
other by fee Clinton administra- 
tion. But the move has attracted 
bipartisan support ranging from 
liberal democrats and blacks keen 
to help Africa to Conservative Re- 
publicans anxious to get Africa 
“off welfare.” 

The measure, which the House 
of Representatives is expected to 
take up in October, would give 
reforming African countries trade 
concessions and promote invest- 
ment through an equity fond and 
an infrastructure fond. 

Boosting trade with Africa, 
which currently accounts for less 
than 2 percent of U.S. imports, is 
politically a fairly un controversial 
aim at a time when administration 
trade policy wife China and Latin 
America is in trouble in Congress. 

Many U.S. officials see Africa 
as a last frontier for investors that, 
if economic reforms work out, 
could present major opportunities 
for American businessmen who 
currently shy away from the con- 
tinent. 

Washington’s UN Ambassador 
Bill Richardson said during a mis- 
sion to Congo last week feat with 
its “vast mineral wealth and enor- 
mous human potential, Africa 
could become a new love interest 
for American business and invest- 
ment”.

Indians Faces Many Foes

BRASILIA — Malaria, poison 
darts and die high-velocity rifles of 
drug runners and renegade loggers 
are not the only dangers encoun- 
tered in trying to protect Brazil’s 
decimated native Indian popula- 
tion. 

“Sometimes 1 come borne af- 
ter a year in the jungle and have 
to pause because I cannot remem- 
ber die name of my youngest 
son,*’ said Sydney Possuelo, one 
of die world's top experts on na- 
tive populations and Brazil's 
leading “contacter" of isolated 
tribes. 

Possuelo, who turned 57 on 
national Indian day on April 19, 
laughed away his lapse of mem- 
ory over his five-year-old son's 
name. Indeed, a dark humor 
shows constantly as he cracks 
jokes about catching malaria 36 
times and chuckles through his 
ragged beard at photographs of 
assistants with Indian arrows 
poking through their shoulders 
but still able to walk. 

He is currently trying to draw 
the boundaries of what would be 
Brazil's second largest Indian re- 
serve, in the often-violent Javan 
Valley bordering Peru where last 
October be made “white man's" 
first friendly contact with the 
Korubo tribe. It is' a dangerous 
job contacting isolated tribes 
whose only knowledge of whites 
has been past conflict with invad- 
ing Europeans or recent battles 
with "Garunpeiros,” as wildcat 
gold and diamond miners are 
known in Portuguese. 

“Every white man is a poten- 
tial enemy. But the Indians' ag- 
gression is only the result of con- 
stant attacks by whites. Ln the 
frontier zones the Indians have 
been in what amounts to a state 
of war .... for decades," Pos- 
suelo said. 

He is a former president of 
Brazil's National Indian Founda- 
tion (FUNAI), which is respon- 
sible for looking after the 


300,000 that remain of the five 
million Indians who were living 
in Brazil when the Portuguese 
first arrived in at the start of the 
16th century. 


Reservation the 
Size of Portugal 

The 20.5 million acres (8.3 
million hectares) of the Javari 
Valley — the size of Portugal — • 
contains some eight tribes, three 
of which have yet to be contacted 
by outsiders. Once legally de- 
marcated, the Javari Reserve 
should be Brazil's second largest 
after the sprawling Yanomami 
Reservation on the Amazon bor- 
der with Venezuela, which Pos- 
suelo is credited with having de- 
marcated when he was Funai’s 
leader. 

The process of demarcation is 
fraught with danger. Apart from 
the Indians themselves, whom 
Possuelo tries to seduce through 
the time-honored tradition of giv- 
ing presents such as knives and 
mirrors, there are business inter- 
ests at stake. 

Local timber merchants in the 
area have enrolled political allies 
in Brasilia to try to stop Possuelo 
and police have warned him there 
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is a contract out on his head. “It's 
safer in the jungle than in the 
cities," Possuelo said with a wry 
grin. 

“The only reason they haven't 
lynched him yet is because I have 
told than not to," said Federal 
Deputy Euler Ribeiro of the gov- 
ernment-allied Liberal Front 
Party (PFL), a self-appointed 
spokesman of the Javari business 
community. He has written to the 
government asking that possuelo 
be fired. 

Ribeiro says he is not against 
Indians, be simply does not like 
die way Possuelo is keeping non- 
Indians from ratering the Javari 
and he thinks whites are being 
discriminated against. 

“This Sydney guy better not 
upset the drug smugglers, that's 
all I can say," the deputy told 
Reuters.

Possuelo estimates there are at 
least 30 areas in the vast expanse 
of the Amazon River basin that 
may still hold unknown tribes.

— thinking of his butter- 
flies. Those lovely, nice and color- 
ful creatures. I was counting the 
days when I would see them. I had 
heard about them a lot Finally the 
promised day came along — the day 
in which 1 was going to see them. 

Wazrick Nazari, a 23 year-old 
Iranian boy, has collected more 
than 25,000 species of butterflies. 
As a laboratory technician for the 
Plant Pests and Disease Research 
Institute, he finds pleasure collect- 
ing different species of butterflies. 
He is a member of the Ir anian 
Association of Entomology and 
renders cooperative assistance to 
the Dar Abad Museum and Na- 
tional Museum of Natural History. 
He is also a member of five inter- 
national entomology institutes in 
Germany, Belgium, Japan, Austra- 
lia and the United States. 

While studying for a bacher- 
lor’s degree in English in Azad 
University, Nazari is in a vocation 
totally unrelated to his field of 
study. He has practical experience 
in entomology but has not taken 
any university course on his line of 
interest 

I met Wazrick Nazari, a lanky 
young man in worn-out eye 
glasses, jeans, and T-shirt one eve- 
ning in spring. - 

How’re your butterflies? I 
asked him. “They’re all fine,” was 
his curt reply. What motivated you 
to collect butterflies? was my next 
question. 

“I was only ten years old when 
1 was introduced to these beautiful 
creatures. It all. began one day 
while I was playing tennis with my 
cousin. Ws were then absorbed in 


the game in the yard when all of a 
sudden, when I raised my racket to 
return the tennis ball, a butterfly 
got caught inbetween the nykm 
cords. I caught it and spread it on 
a wall. I later discovered that the 
butterfly belonged to the swallow- 
tail species. 

“The next day I went to a li- 
brary to look for a book on butter- 
flies among piles of books. The 
book I found was entitled “Iranian 
Butterflies,” written by Javad Ta- 
freshi in 1347 (1968). I read 
through the pages and became fa- 
miliar with the life cycle of butter- 
flies, the interesting manner of 
drying and preserving them. These 
things caught a lot of my interest ” 

I asked Nazari how many sam- 
ples he has gathered so for. “I have 
collected 25,000 species of butter- 
flies; 20,000 of which are Iranian 
butterflies and 5,000 foreign ones, 
gathered from 45 different coun- 
tries.” 

After going through the proc- 
esses of drying and preserving the 
insects, Nazari now has a wide 
collection of them and has pre- 
sented them to the Institute of En- 
tomology. 

Talking' about the life cycle of 
butterflies, Nazari says: “Butter- 
flies are of two species; those that 
fly at night and those that fly dur- 
ing the day. There are many ways 
of catching butterflies; I usually 
look for those that fly in the morn- 
ing. There are 450 species of but- 
terflies in Iran that fly in the 
morning. The biggest butterfly in 
the world measures 26 centimeters 
long andthe smallest 8 millimeters 
long. The biggest one ever found 
in Iran is 11 centimeters (from the 
tip of one wing to another) and the 
smallest is 12 millimeters. 


How do you make them dry? 
Nazari turned serious and then 
said: ‘.‘This pan of the story k the 
most sorrowful. I didn’t want to

tiful creature, an apple of his eye?” 

It needs no emphasizing. But- 
terflies are obviously Nazari's 
loves. I could empathize with him 


in his sorrow over having to kill the 
beautiful creatures in order to pre- 
serve them and so I pressed him 
for a more satisfactory' answer. 

“Death is responsible for a but- 
terfly’s beauty. This is the only 
answer of mine to your question,” 
he said. 

Why do you chase butterflies 
instead of other kinds of insects? 

“Butterflies are beautiful and 
lovable creatures because they 
don't sting and harm human be- 
ings. Butterflies live in a world of 
their own. Some have been used as 
a symbol of the monarchy in colo- 
nial America and their species is 
aptly called “Monarch.” Some 
have the power to change their 
colors and some have the ability to 
mimic other creatures. The special 
feature of these creatures made me 
interested in collecting them. 

How long does a collection of 
dried butterflies last? “The collec- 
tion could be eternal as long as 
dermes, a pest insect, does not 
attack their bodies. 1 have no clear 
idea whether hunting butterflies 
could be harmful to nature. I have 
thought about it but couldn't find 
the answer so 1 turned to Nazari 
again. 

“We shouldn't change the bal- 
ance of nature. Some species of 
butterflies are becoming extinct. 
The 1UNC Institute (International 
Union of Nature Conservationists) 
in the U.S. has prepared a list of 
creatures that are banned from 
hunting enthusiasts. Butterflies are 
included.” 

Young but bubbling with expe- 
rience, I asked Nazari which coun- 
tries he has been so for in as much 


as travel is considered one of (he 
most educational of human activi- 
ties. "J ha'.e been on trips lo almost 
every conceivable place in Iran, 
except Kurdestan, and have been to 
so many places abroad, and I have 
brought butter flies everywhere to 
keep as a souvenir. 

What is your family's and 
friends' attitudes and reaction to- 
ward your chosen vocation? 

"Their response is very encour- 
aging. Since childhood when 1 
started my interest in butterflies 
they have encouraged me all the 
time. Their support has also given 
me encouragement in my job and 
the feeling of security. 

What do you think about the 
future? Don’t you think that a day 
may come when you will not want 
to chase butterflies anymore? 
“Maybe I may stop collecting but- 
terflies in the future but 1 will turn 
ray attention to laboratory re- 
search. Of course I try not to lose 
my interest in this work.” 

Nazari has published several es- 
says in foreign countries on the 
subject of butterflies. Some of his 
essays have been published in Bel- 
gium and Germany. He has also 
written an essay entitled “Hunting 
and Nature.” A book all about 
different species of butterflies is 
also forthcoming. He is also in the 
midst of preparations on a Field 
Guide on the subject. 

J looked at my watch. Hours 
had actually passed but I hardly 
noticed, so engrossed was I in an 
interesting topic of conversation. 1 
have “miles to go.” He has butter- 
flies to catch and add to his 
25. 000-species collection.

At an estimated 80 beats per 
second, foe bee hummer's wings 
move so rapidly that the naked eye 
cannot detect them. Fortunately 
we came prepared. Included in the 
150 pounds of equipment we were 
lugging through the swamp were 
high-speed strobe lights. Only 
with them could our lenses capture 
the birds in action," say foe re- 
searchers. 

Measuring a bit more than two 
inches from bill to tail, only the 
male of foe species ranks as the 
smallest of birds, since the female.

His 
work, particularly die Theory of 
Relativity, laid die bedrock of 
modem n uc l ear physics and fore- 
shadowed many of the great dis- 
coveries of the last 50 years. 

But science is not die only field - 
of human endeavor, and there are 
many candidates fen die “genius” 
title in other areas. At the age of 
eight, Mozart returned home from 
hearing a Haydn symphony and 
wrote out the entire score, note 
perfect, from memory. His genius 
as a composer is still recognized 
today — two centuries after his 
death, his works are played more 
often than any other composer's. 

For aQ-round genius in a range 
of disciplines, however, top dog 
has to be Leonardo da Vinci. An 
accomplished painter, sculptor, 
engineer and architect, Leonardo 
was also something of visionary:

Such a wide-scale, 
domestic production has not only 
saved considerable amount of for- 
eign exchange for the nation, but 
it has improved the quality of 
these tek communication and 
communication equip mem and 
appliances to an acceptable level 
The present situation of the 
communication in the Islamic Re- 
public is such that it has attracted 
the attention of first class tele- 
communication officials and dig- 
nitaries in the world who have 
always rated the Islamic Republic

2. Competition in different 
markets and particularly regional 
telecommunication market in 
Asia and Oceania is beyond our 
expectations. 

3. Many industries in telecom- 
munication branch in the region 
have developed and advanced by 
themselves by using local and do- 
mestic investment. This is a com- 
pletely new phenomenon in 
developing countries at a tune that 
the telecommunication industries 
in developing countries in Africa, 
East Europe and Latin America 
are mostly financed by foreign 
capital 

"Nevertheless in reality two 
thirds of the people in Asia lack 
telephones and we are working 
with governments and the United 
Nations to introduce a draft call- 
ing for a right for communications 
for people to address this prob- 
lem," Dr. Pekatarianeh explained. 

In conclusion Dr. Pekatarianeh 
said in the coming century the 
global telecomm uni cation net- 
work will be so intensified and in- 
tegrated that we wiU have no 
more remote or neglected. area out 
of the reach of services and utili- 
ties. 

He said the telecommunication 
industry must be approached in a 
manner that it can provide many 
social and economical facilities 
- for people, adding that growth of 
technology in lelecomnnmi ca- 
tions will provide training and 
medical service to people in the 
most remote parts of the world. 
"Whereas expansion of telecom- 
munications is not economically 
feasible in rural areas, I am 
pleased to note that in many de- 
veloping countries in Asia this 
subject is treated and pursued ear- 
nestly and seriously," said the sec- 
retary-general.

TOKYO (Reuter) - Popular car- 
toon characters like Tom and Jerry 
and Bugs Bunny are ready to keep 
Japanese kids glued to the televi- 
sion round-the-clock, as they "toon 
in" to Japan’s first 24-hour anima- 
tion channel. 

Cartoon Network Japan will 
begin airing on September 1 as a 
joint offering by the Japanese units 
«. Turner Broadcasting System Inc 
and Tune Warner Inc, and giant 
Japanese trade house Itochu Corp. 

The three partners said on 
Wednesday that die channel would 
feature Japanese and Western ani- . 
mation. including more than 
10,000 titles from Time Warner’s 
library ranging from Wacky races 
and Popeye to Dafiy Duck and 
Bugs Bunny. 

Cartoons will be aired primar- 
ily in Japanese, although the 
original English vdll also be avail- 
able for some programs on a 
separate sub-channel, the compa- 
nies said in a statement. 

They added that they are still in 
no gotiations with providers of 
Japanese animation programs. 

"Cartoon Network Japan marks 
the first time a country-specific 
cartoon network has been created 
for the Asia-Pacific region, and 
emphasizes the importance that 
Turner Broadcasting places on the 
Japanese market place, " said Mike 
Byrd, managing director of Turner 
broadcasting System Asia Pacific 
Inc, one of the project’s three part- 
ners. 

Time Warner Entertainment 
Japan Inc, another one of the part- 
ners, is a movie and television 
program distribution venture 
formed by Time Warner, the U.S. 
West Media Group, Toshiba Corp 
and Itochu. 

Turner already offers a 24-hour 
cartoon-and-movie channel in 
some countries of the Asia-Pacific .

Am Am$&g Artist in a Digital Age 


Jerry Uelsmann Creates Images that Relate to 

the Jungian Archetypes 


T he first time American artist 
Jerry Uelsmann "imposed 
himself* on one of his photo- 
graphs. spontaneously placing a 
flower in the crook of a carved- 
stone soldier’s arm before press- 
ing the shutter, he says he 
immediately felt free. 

Once Uelsmann crossed that 
boundary from straight to manipu- 
lated imagery, he never looked 
back. The 30 works in 
Uelsmann’s current exhibition at 
the American Center for Culture 
and Commerce, on through May 
29, are all created through "Post- 
visualization" , a term he coined 
three decades ago to describe how 
he makes bis images. 

In post-visualization, the mo- 
ment of creativity occurs not at the 
clicking of the camera shutter, but 
later in the darkroom, "h’s an 
appeal for photography to have the 
same kind of ‘in process’ discov- 
ery that is part of all other types 
of art," he says. 

One polemic brought to the sur- 
face by this show, which spans the 
years 1980 to the present, is how 
an artist such as Uelsmann relates 
today’s technology. In the age of 
Forrest Gump, where people who 
have never met can be made to 
interact on film, many of his in- 
congruous images may strike 
viewers as computer-generated 
flights of fantasy. 

But Uelsmann is no digital art- 
ist. His photomontages are the 
steadfast product of painstaking 
darkroom work, using as many as 
seven enlargers, assembly-1 ine- 
style. The siren song of faster, 
easier images via computer holds 
little allure for him. 

"I like the alchemy of the dark- 
room, the smells of the chemicals 
... with music playing." And be- 
sides, he adds, "my enlargers 
never crash". 

Uelsmann says his images, 
which often rely on the logic of 
dreams, arc "obviously symbolic, 
but not symbolically obvious". 
Guided by a strong sense of what 


he’s looking for, he claims to have 
developed a sound strategy for 
how to find it. He seldom goes into 
the darkroom with a specific result 
in mind, he says, but rather begins 


scientist Louis Pasteur’s dictum 
that chance favors the prepared 
mind, saying that his primary 
agenda is "to surprise myself". 

The images he attempts to cre- 


ably U elsmann. 

Some critics may riismig* his 
work as relying too heavily on the 
familiar and commercially coop- 
ted vocabulary of surrealism. But 



with a clear head, a willingness to 
embrace mistakes and surprises - 
and masses of contact sheets and 
negatives. 

Uelsmann likes to quote French 


ate arc "realities more meaningful 
than those given to the eye". 
Whether starting from a landscape 
or from some imagined interior, 
tlte results are always unmistak-

How Harrison 
Ford Avoided 
the Draft 


UUS ANGELES (Reuter) - U.S, 
movie actor Harrison Ford 
avoided fighting in the Vietnam 
war by confusing the draft board, 
the actor said. 

In an interview in the July edi- 
tion of "Movieline " magazine, 
Ford acknowledged he avoided 
the draft during the late 1960s 
when he was a struggling actor 
just out ofcollege. Asked ifhe was 
classified as a "cotKcientJOus ob- 
jector", he was quoted as saying: 
no. 

"I confused them (the draft 
board) so badly tha tfceynever 
took action on my petition." he 
said. "My conscientious objection 
wasn’t based on a history of relig- 
ious affiliatio n. 

"I went back to my philosophy 
training at college," he said, ex- 
plaining thal he wrote a long thesis 
arguing about the concept of God 
as die most meaningful thing in his 
life. 

"I always had trouble with the 
word or notion of God in a stand- 
up form. So 1 developed that thesis . 
and took fire Biblical injunction to 
love thy neighbor as thyself as the 
central and most meaningful thing 
in my life. 

"I combined it all and typed for 
days and sent it off and never 
heard a word/ Ford told 
"Movieline." He said that more 
than two years later his first wife 
became pregnant and he was 
granted an exemption from serv- 
ing his country.

PARIS (Reuter) - The victory of 
the left in France’s general election 
may spell the end of a military 
foray into the En glish language, 
tite weekly Le Canard Enchaine 
said on Wednesday.

Conservative President Jac- 
ques Chirac had hoped to return 
France to the fold of theWestem 
alliance. But the new socialist-led 
government said during the cam- 
paign that Paris had gone far 
enough down that road. 


Le Canard said the high com- 
mand was relieved at not having to 
carry out a "quasi-impossible mis- 
sion" to find 400 English-speaking 
officers and 600 among other ranks 
in a country where foreign lan- 
guages have never been a strong 
point. 


Questioned on the report an 
army spokesman said: "The gov- 
ernment has not yet decided one 
way or another on NATO. We 
meanwhile continue our work at 
raising proficiency in English. 

"In any case, Le Canard exag- 
gerates our weakness: Virtually all 
recent graduates of St Cyr 
(France’s military academy) have 
advanced proficiency diplomas in

With a third company, 
Guangfa Securities Co., they also 
were punished for nring illegally 
obtained bank financing to ma- 
nipulate stock prices. The chair- 
men of two firms and the general 
manager of the third were dis- 
missed and the firms were hamwi 
fiom the stock market for one 
year 

In addition, the chairman and 
chief accountant of Guangsben 
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Railway Stock Co. Ltd,, a Chi- 
nese company listed on Lbe Hong 
Kong Stock Exchange, have been 
ordered dismissed for illegally 
raising money in China, Xinhua 
said. 

Yesterday, a sharply worded 
commentary in the Communist 
Party newspaper the People’s 
Daily criticized speculation and 
called, for more aggressive en- 
forcement of securities laws. 

The commenxary said a few fi- 
nancial institutions and individu- 
als have been i gnoring regulations 
intended to keep bank money out 
of the market and to prevent ma- 
nipulation of stock prices. 

“Their actions have harmed 
the interests of the investors and 
disturbed the normal market or- 
der,” the newspaper said. 

The commentary also appeared 
on the fiord pages of the China 
Securities News and the Chinese 
Central Bank's Financial News.

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son Predicts Sensational Victory Over Hoi 


N EW YORK (Renter) - Former 
heavyweight champion Mike 
Tyson says he has learned from his 
ring mistakes against Evander Ho- 
lyfield and expects a "sensational 
vicioiy" in their rematch later this 
month.

mined Tyson. 

"He takes a good shot," Tyson 
said of the 34-year-old Holyfield, 
who brings a 33-3 record into the 
ring. 

"We will find out if he is really 
a big boy this time. ”
